Linking claims 1 and 12 are allowed. Since the restriction requirement among species 
as set forth in Paper No. 1 1 mailed on 1/11/01, was conditioned on the nonallowance of 
the linking claims, the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions is hereby 
withdrawn.
